Red Cross — past 
and present 

with March designated as Red Cross 
Month, It seems only fitting that we Investigate 
the beginnings of that organization in Sierra 
Madre. 

According to information received from 
Gertrude Qerke, who volunteers historical 
information to the News, the Sierra Madre 
chapter was organized Oct. 12, 1915. Those 
present were Mrs. Fagge, Dorothy Fagge, Marie 
Watson, Mrs. Foreman, Mrs. Saunders, Mrs. 
Houser, N. Gebedre, Miss Vanler, Mrs. F. P. 
Conrad, Miss Blumer, Mrs. Hourse, Mrs. Stein- 
berger, Mrs. Walker and Mrs. J. Rice. 

The charter was Issued Oct. 20,1915, and 
signed by President Woodrow Wilson. 

The first executive meeting was held Nov. 
2, 1915, and on Jan. 1, 1960, the local group 
consolidated with the Pasadena Chapter of 
Red Cross. Membership rose from 300 to 850 
in Sierra Madre from 1922 to 1929. A class in 
First Aid and other activities.

In 1932, according to the Sierra Madre 
News, 4Vii tons of flour were sent here “for 
needy folks through a recent action of Con¬ 
gress which released from government ware¬ 
houses large quantities of wheat held by the 
farm board.” 

Following consolidation with Pasadena, 
blood banks have been held periodically In the 
community, with one Just over this past weak. 

And the beginning of the International 
chapter? In 1862 Henry Dunant, a young Swiss 
businessman, first had an Idea for a neutral 
organization devoted to the care of the sick 
and wounded of armies at war. His efforts 
led to the formation of the International Com¬ 
mittee of the Red Cross in Geneva, 1863. 

In 1881, through the efforts of Clara Barton, 
the Red Cross society was formed in the 
United States. 

The American Red Cross was granted a 
Congressional Charter In 1900. The charter 
placed upon the American Red Cross the re¬ 
sponsibility for providing services to members 
of the United States armed forces and relief 
to disaster victims. 

And it continues. The Red Cross is recog¬ 
nized around the world as a symbol of com¬ 
passion and humanitarian action.

— Mar. 17, 1933: Levi Richardson, former rancher 
and member of the first known white family to settle 
here, died at 84 in L.A. last week. The family esta¬ 
blished a ranch in 1915 on property that included 
the present Cypress Court. Not even the Carters 
or Baldwins had come here yet at that time. . .

— Mar. 20, 1958: Dr. George Groth Sr. cut his 
birthday cake noting his 81st year and the first anni¬ 
versary of the Sierra Madre Hospital. . .Children 
from St. Rita’s Parochial School presented a comedy 
with the following cast participating: Virginia Grant, 
Tony Paegel, Cathy Schmidt, Diane Epperson, Eva 
Siegmath and Mike Johnson. Also Bud Burke, 
Dick Fernandez, Paul Snyder, Anna Marie Redl, 
Mary Ann Berdshear, Linda Hartley, Judy Chandler, 
Libby Robertson and Leslie Stockinger.

cation in Sierra Madre in 
1967. 

George has answered 
almost 100% of the fire 
and medical calls since 
becoming a member in 
Sierra Madre. 

He has rendered first 
aid and CPR training to 
over 7500 residents of the 
San Gabriel Valley in 
programs under the aus¬ 
pices of Red Cross and 
American Heart Associa¬ 
tion during those years. 
No CPR and very few 
First Aid classes were of¬ 
fered in Sierra Madre 
prior to George’s imple- 
mentating those classes. 
There was no medical 
service provided by the 
fire department in Sierra 
Madre before 1971, and 
George was one of the 
original firemen respon¬ 
sible for starting the 
medical program. 

During the past year 
the unit responded to 614 
rescue calls and of those 
George was in charge 
and in attendance in 603 
or 98%. And in his spare 
time what does he do? 
He personally follows up 
as many of his ambu¬ 
lance calls as he possibly 
can.

Let them do without the mar¬ 
velous offerings of our pre¬ 
cious hideaway—no more 
meat from Taylor’s, no How¬
